DEFENSE HAS NOT 
SHOWN ITS HAND 


In the RafiJal Manslaughter Case, 


But it Will Not Be Self 


Defense 


PROGRESS 
IN 
THE 
CASE 


Witnesses for State 
Sort of 


Hedge and Will Not Swear 


Blow Was Struck 


All yesterday afternoon and today has 
been consumed by tho state in examin­ 
ing witnesses in the case against Leon 
J. Rafidal, charged with first degree 
manslaughter, and up to this afternoon 
eight witnesses have been on the stand. 
Important witnesses called for the state 
were William Skinner, M. Donahue and 
Frank J. Ratty. 
These three mon with 
A. W. Miller 'were in the saloon on the 
night when it is charged Katidal hit 
Merrill, from the effects of which blow 
Merrill is said to have met his death. 
A. W. Miller was an unimportant wit­ 
ness in that he had his back turned to 
the men when the altercation is said to 
have occurred. 
The other three men 
were standing at the bar. To an out­ 
sider who hail not watched the progress 
of the case it would seem almost as 
though the three other witnesses were 
for the defense. On tho coroner's in­ 
quest, except perhaps William Skinner, 
they testified that they saw tho blow 
delivered by Rafidal, and that Merrill 
was dragged out of the saloon, the two 
vital points in the whole case. 
In their testimony now' they are not 
quite so sure, and in fact, neither one 
would swear positively that Rafidal did 
hit Merrill nor will they testify that 
Merrill did not a't least strike at Rafidal. 
On the point of the old man being 
dragged out they now testify that he 
was not dragged but that he was assist­ 
ed to his feet and that he sort of walked 
out. 
It is evident that the line of defense 
will not be self defense, but it is be­ 
lieved from the course pursued in the 
. cross examination of the states’ witness­ 
es so far that the defense will be that 
Rafidal did not hit Merrill at all, or at 
least it will be incumbent upon the 
state to prove that such was the case 
and so far the states' own witnesses 
balk on this very point. 
The testimony of Dr. J. L. ('amp of 
course is damaging as 
it 
minutely 
gives the detail of the cause of death in 
this particular case, that of violence or 
force from a blow. 
A. W. Miller, a farmer living a few 
miles from the city, was the witness call 
cd yesterday afternoon immediately af­ 
ter 
Duane 
Merrill’s testimony was 
heard. 
Miller was one of the men who 
was in the Coates saloon on the night of 
November 25, when the altercation oc­ 
curred, which it is claimed, resulted in 
the death of T. D. Merrill. The witness 
testified that he was in tho south end of 
the bar room seated with two other 
men, with his back to the bar. 
Ile or­ 
dered a drink 
anil 
the same was 
brought from the bar for the three by 
William Skinner. Just as they were 
about to drink Merrill walked up to the 
table and demanded in a loud voice, 
“ Where do I come in?” 
Ho used some 
rather abusive language and finally left 
the group of men at*t+ro table. Very 
soon after this Miller says he heard an 
uncommon noise and turning around he 
saw Merrill lying on his back on the 
floor. 
A few minutes later witness saw 
Ralidal carry Merrill from the room to 
tho back door. 
Miller was not an im­ 
portant witness to either the state or 
the defense as he did not pay any atten­ 
tion to the altercation between the old 
man and Rafidal. if there was such al­ 
tercation, and had his back turned to 


thorn when Merrill fell. 
The cross ex­ 
amination brought out nothing of im­ 
portance. 
Witness 
state 
that 
ho 
thought Merrill was drunk. 
The next witness called was William 
Skinner and though he was a state wit­ 
ness it would be hard for one who heard 
the testimony to tell for which side he 
had been subpcened. 
He testified that 
Merrill was very drunk on the night in 
question and used abusive language and 
threatened to do all kinds of damage. 
Skinner was standing at the bar when 
Merrill fell over, and while on the direct 
examination ho testified that he saw 
Rafidal make a motion as though hit 
ting him, on crossexamination he stated 
that there was a man standing between 
him and Merrill and he did not see the 
blow delivered to the face. 
His testi­ 
mony was about the same as that of 
Miller s except that which pertained to 
the time when the blow is said to have 
been delivered, when Merrill fell to the 
floor and the subsequent events. On 
cross examination 
fie said that he 
would take Merrill to be a man about 
ll) years of age. 
He stated that hi; 
knew' nothing about any conversation 
which was had between Rafidal and 
Merrill before the latter went over to 
the table, but he did know that Merrill 
was abusive and threatened to kill 
someone. 
He was not sure that Merrill 
did not strike at Rafidal first: fie at 
least made motions as though he was 
going to. 
As to tho fall he said that 
Merrill hesitated a minute and then 
seemed to collapse. He saw Ralidal 
pick Merrill up, and testified on cross j loon in questjon> 
examination, that Merrill was sort of 
helped out sideways and not dragged: 
that the latter used his feet some. 
Ile 
saw Rafidal go to the flack door fifteen 
minutes or so later, look out and walk 
back to tin1 bar again. 
Witness stated 
he left the place shortly after that. 
M. Donahue was another state witness 
that seemed more like a witness for the 
defense than for the state. 
Ile was one 
of the one armed men who was in the 
saloon on the night when the fracas 
occurred. 
He first stated that he met 
Mi Trill in the (Hobe saloon; that the old 
man was rather loud and boisterous 
there and was put out of tile place. Merrill 
told him that he had a carload of horses 
and wanted the witness to go over and 
look at them. 
The got over on the cor 
nor of Laurel and Fifth and Morrill be­ 
gan to cuss and swear and said with an 
oath he was going to brain some bar­ 
tender or saloonkeeper that night. Im­ 
mediately after this they went into the 
saloon and the trouble occurred. 
Don­ 
ahue, like the other witnesses whoso 
far testified in the case, modified his 
testimony as to the events which oc­ 
curred in the saloon, particularly in 
connection with the blow 
that was 
struck ami the taking of tho old man 
out to the back door of the saloon. The 
witnesses in each instance were good 
for the defendant, as they testified that 
it was not a case of dragging a man out 
at all, but that he sort of half walked 
out, and in fact he did not see Rafidal 
hit Merrill at all. 
This morning the first witness to bo 
called by the state was Frank J. Ratty. 
He is another one-armed man who hap­ 
pened to be in the Coates saloon on tho 
night of the trouble. 
He was certainly 
tho limit when it came to a state wit- 
—for almost every instance and 
utterance was inclined toward tho de­ 
fense. The roaders of T h e 
D ispatch 
may compare this evidence with that 
given at tho coroner’s 
inquest. 
He 
stated that he was 48 years of age and 
had worked at Cross Lake, but made 
Brainerd his homo now. 
He met Mer­ 
rill at tho Coates saloon on the night 
of the trouble. 
He went into tho sa­ 
loon about 9 o’clock and Merrill, Dona 
hue and Skinner were there seated on 


the table. 
He stated he was the one 
that got tho drink which Merrill or­ 
dered and he carried it to the table on 
the tray and gave Merrill his change 
out of a dollar silver piece. 
He left the 
saloon again about 12 o’clock. Rafidal 
was there from 9 to 12 o’clock. Merrill 
was sitting in the rear of the room 
when the drink was bought and he 
came up to tho table and wanted to 
know where in ‘ h 
he came in.” 
He 
got abusive and called everyone names 
ami told Miller ha could lick him in a 
quarter of a minute. 
Finally Merrill, 
Donahue and Miller went up to the bar 
and Merrill ordered another drink, but 
he was told by Ratidal that he could not 
have one: that he had not paid for tho 
first drink. 
He ordered Merrill out but 
Merrill said he would not go out for 
any man and that he could lick the 
Hunch. 
Witness testified that he called 
the bartender everything that he could 
lay his tongue too aud he saw him shove 
his fist in Rafidal's face. 
Hewasstand- 
ing in a position where he could not see 
Ralidal deliver the blow, Hut he did not 
thing it was a blow at all. 
He thought 
Ralidal merely struck him with the 
back of his hand on the face. Merrill’s 
last words before the row between him 
and the bartender were, “ I w ill have a 
drink any way yo s of a b .” The old 
man according to witness was only 
slightly dazed, stepped back a few feet 
and sort of went down in a heap. He tes­ 
tified that he did not fall backward and 
hit on his head, but that he sank to the 
floor on his knees and fell over side­ 
ways. 
He did not even hear his head 
hit the floor, notwithstanding he was 
but a few feet away. 
Rafidal did not 
drag him to tho back door, but helped 
him walk. 
Tho 
witness reiterated 
these facts on cross examination, only 
he made them stronger. 
After Ratty was off the stand A. D. 
Bolk, county attorney, went on to tes­ 
tify as to some measurements at the sa- 
SheritT Erickson was 
also called on this point. 
Dr. J. L. Camp, also an interesting 
witness, who took the notes at the post 
mortem was called next by the state. 
His testimony was virtually the same as 
given at the inquest. 
Blood clots were 
found over the frontal sinues in the in 
terior lobes, both right and left. There 
was a small mark or cut at the right of 
the nose and there was a fracture of the 
nose at the bridge. 
Blood clots were 
found under the scalp at the back of 
the head. 
Blood clots were also found 
between the dura and the skull, some­ 
what larger on the right side. There 
was a linear fracture extending from 
the occipital bone up to the left pari­ 
etal bone about four inches in length. 
All the other organs of the body were 
in a good healthful state. 
Upon furth­ 
er examination the doctor stated that 
these blood clots in this particular case, 
must have been formed within a few 
hours before death, but in a case of 
this kind, they were usually the result 
of some external violence. The testi­ 
mony was along the line of the results 
of blows on the head, etc., and was 
interesting.
